There was a post from Chuck with a reply from someone else (sorry, deleted 
it without writing down who it was from...) regarding cap size for the input 
filter in the 40-9er. Also, the reply mentioned using a series resonant 
circuit with back-to-back diodes to isolate receiver input from the antenna. 
Well, it just so happens that I did that this weekend -- including putting a 
step-up transformer at the receiver input. Much improved receiver 
sensitivity! However, it did not change the second harmonic content of the 


transmitter output -- still about 20 dB or so down from the fundamental. I 
tried decreasing the size of the input filter cap to 240 pF, with no 
significant change. Didn't try increasing it... and I'm returning the 


borrowed service monitor today! Oh well...

The following is a summary report of the recent 80 meter QRP beacon which 
ran the weekend of March 9-10 1996. 


First, I must apologize for the delay in getting this report out. Things 
have been pretty crazy at work and home for the past couple weeks. A friend 
of mine used to say " Time is natures way of preventing everything from 
happening at once. " Well for the past few weeks there simply was not 
enough time... so everything happened at once! ..and the radio/beacon 

stuff had to wait a bit. Anyway enough excuses... 


Beacon reports were received from 74 different stations; including 4 via QSL 
cards. Almost all reported copying at least one codeword. 


This beacon test made use of the same automatic power sequencer used in the 
previous beacon sessions, however it was programmed to step through the power 
levels at a much faster rate. 


Unfortunately, due to lack of time I have not had a chance to really analyze 
all of the reports in extreme detail to see if there were any patterns, etc. 
I was surprised to see that several stations reported hearing the 80 meter 
beacon during the day at distances of 300-500 miles! though usually only at 
the 2 watt level (but a few were at the lower levels too) 


All in all, reports were received from 23 states + VE3: 


east/northeast : RI NH NJ NY VT CT + VE3 
south : VA NC SC GA TN 

central/south : LA MS TX 

central/north : OH MI KY IN 

mid-west : MO KS 

west : AZ CA NM 


A lot of reports stated that they could hear the beacon at the next lower 
power level which they could copy the codeword at, however could not copy 


enough to make out the code words between the static crashes and/or QRM. 
Guess that says something about 80 meter propagation. The signals do get 
through... but so does the noise. 


Once again there was a wide representation of rigs and antennas. Lots of 
people using 40 meter antennas. I wish I could have included more details 
with the report .. but I would have never finished it. 


I saved all incoming e-mail pertaining to the beacon in a separate mail folder 
and if anyone would like to read all of the details, I would be glad to 
e-mail send a copy. It's about 175k. 


Many thanks to all who participated. Certificates confirming reception 

of your lowest power level codeword received will be available. I have 
received offers from Jerry W4UKU and Jim N2JJ to print them so we may spread 
the work around a little this time. The details are still being worked out 
and will be posted shortly. 


I will also provide QSL cards if you send me one along with an SASE. 


I wish I could have replied to each report individually but the volume vs. 
time available did not permit it. 


Some weekend in the not too distant future, Paul AA4XX and I hope to run 
two beacons in parallel at the same time (few KHz apart) for comparison 


measurements. This may happen sometime in April. Stay tuned to QRP-L 
for future announcements.

The last few days there has been a thread on calculating great 
circle distance. It seemed some were worried about whether the lat/lon 
is in ddd.mmss or ddd.mmdd with last two places as decimal fraction of a 
degree. The whole debate may be pointless. Keep in mind that each 
minute of latitude is about one nautical mile, 1.15 statute mile, or 6000 
ft. Each minute of long. is equal to that one nautical mile x cos lat. 
At 45 deg lat (north or south) each minute of long is only about 4000 ft. 


If you were to drop everything past the minutes your error would 
be a max of just over 2 miles. When you think that most hams give the 
QTH as the nearest town, I doubt we can expect anything better than a few 
percent accuracy in any distance calculations. 


Let's not fall into the trap of beliving all the digits our 
computers spew out. 


Second related topic. The ARRL Antenna book has the formulas for 
finding direction and distance given two sets of lat/lon. But I can't 
find a reference that shows how to take directions from two known 
locations and solve for the point where the two lines cross. 

I have been told to just use simple trig and slove the triangle. 
This works fine over short distances such as T-hunting at VHF but falls 
apart at longer distances where the earth is clearly not flat. 

Can anyone help?

Hi Rob, 


>One question that is puzzling me. With the LM380, I was expecting solid 
>audio output. But signals that are S-9 in my FT-1000, are very whimpy and 
>light in the 49er. 


It's possible that the front end of the 40-9er isn't peaked--you can check 
for this by noting whether you have two peaks in the range of the input 
trim cap. However, it's more likely that you're simply discovering the 
limitations of the circuit, which was meant to be as simple as possible, at 
the cost of higher sensitivity. Explanation: 


The LM380 has 6dB less gain than the LM386, and in the single-ended 
configuration I used in the 40-9er, you lose another 4dB or so, for a total 
of 10dB less gain than the circuit used in the original NorCal 40. The 
only reason that I went this way with the circuit is to get to the absolute 
minimum number of components. Also, the '380 is very stable because of the 
reduced gain, so it's unlikely that builders will have trouble getting the 
receiver to work. 


But if you really want to improve performance, replace the LM380 with an 
LM386, and add a second JFET, along with a couple of additional capacitors. 
In fact, just use the NC4@Q circuit, less the AGC loop. You should get a 
dramatic increase in audio. 


The tradeoff is that you'll be adding 6 or 7 parts. Also note that the 
pinout of pins 5-->8 of the '386 is different from the '380. You'd have to 
make a couple of cuts/jumpers to go this route.

You need to be careful with this. A drycell can't really be rated in mAh. They 
don't have a linear current curve. For instance, if you have a gell-cell or nicad 
with a capacity of 10 Ah you can draw 1 amp for 10 hours, and 2 amps for 

5 hours. You can't do that with drycells or alkaline batteries. The capacity 
rating is not linear. You might be able to get 40mAh out of a 9 volt dry cell 

at 5 mA draw but only 10mAh at 20 mA draw. 

But to answer your question, a typical 9 volt dry cell will give about 40 mAh 

and an alkaline will give you about 250 mAh. Lithium batteries are NOT good 

at all in high current situations, they tend to die quickly. Their claim-to-fame 
is 

extremely long shelf life and stability at low current drains. They have about 

5 times the capacity of an alkaline battery at a tenth of the current draw. 

You can increase your operation time if you run two or more 9 volt batteries 

in parallel. This will limit the current drain on each cell and more than double 
the mAh capacity.

I built mine on a protoboard which, ironically, can often improve stability 
due to all the small capacitances from the circuit to ground. I haven't 
tried building one on Doug's PC board. On a small board with little ground 
plane there are lots of potential ground loops, especially with several 
wires running off to connectors and controls. 


However, here are some suggestions: 


@. Bypass the voltage regulator as close as possible on both sides with 
@.01uF caps. Also add a 2.2uF tantalum (or anything from 1 to 10uF) on the 
NE602 side of the regulator. 


1. Put 1K resistors across the RF chokes in both the driver and PA 
collector leads. Also, if possible, orient the two so they're at 90-degree 
angles to each other (mutually orthogonal). This will reduce coupling. 

[By the way, how far apart are they on Doug's board?] 


2. If that doesn't do it, replace these two solenoidal RF chokes with 
toroids. I'd recommend 10 turns on FT37-43 cores. This will dramatically 
decrease coupling between the two circuits. Keep the 1K resistors, too, if 
necessary. 


You should also measure the RX and TX current drain--see if they're near 10 
and 80mA, respectively. And definitely make sure that the power supply 
voltage isn't dropping too much on key-down. If it goes below about 6.5V, 


the regulator stops working, possibly leading to

One potential xgiant* source of instability is the battery! I've built a 
number of 9-volt powered qrp xmtrs (at work and at home), and a goodly number 
of different receivers, superhet and direct conversion. One common thread in 
them has been instability from athe battery. Direct conversion receivers are 
particularly sensitive to feedback through the power supply - been there, done 
that! 


The first thing to do is to throw away any carbon zinc or "power cells". Use 
only alkaline or (if you're rich) ltihium batteries. Their much lower 
internal resistance *isx necessary. I know from many hours of unsuccessful 
troubleshooting that there is no good way to get around the effects of the 
wrong kind of battery. And while you're at it, make sure the battery is 
fresh, internal resistance goes up dramatically when the battery nears end of 
life :-0.

I added a 0.1 cap in paralel to C12, probably a good thing to 


do in general. 

So far the radio is totally imune to supply noise. I tried NiCad, 
Alkaline, a regulated linear supply and a laptop switcher, all 
with the same good results.

My point was that bypassing is not enough, in general. Carbon-zinc batteries 
have terrible internal impedance. Perhaps the forty-9er doesn't have high 
enough gain, but in many de receivers, the high gain, all at one frequency 
makes them very sensitive to coupling thru the power supply. I'll have to 
check mine tonight at home - honeydo's willing. 


Sorry that this isn't the answer in your case :-). I ran adc receiver kit 
project for our local club some years ago, built into a RS audio amp. 90% of 
the oscillation problems we ran into were battery induced. Even folks who 
knew better used crummy batteries and were astounded that a fresh alkaline 
solved their woes.

Finally I replaced the 602 and got

Went ahead and peaked it up - set the transmit to 4 volts and was already 
for 20 come morning...not! 


When I switched from the dummy load to the antenna (simple dipole) it all 
went wrong. My nice clean sidetone developed a sore throat. Transmit was 
putting out several watts more than it should have. Checked the swr and 
the meter claimed that it was something like 10:1. Frequency counter 
showed somewhere around 7mhz but couldn't lock. 


I don't believe that my antenna is out of whack. Put the MFJ analyzer on 
it and according to that swr at 14030 is 1.7:1. I believe that, when I 
put the antenna up I was originally using it with a TS520 and had about 
the same values.

have one idea Wayne as I have had a similar problem with a Ten-Tec Delta 
in the past. I think it's possible that when you switched from your Dummy 
Load to the 40 meter antenna that you had a static charge on the antenna 
that then discharged through the rig and destroyed some SS device. A antenna 
that is just floating will build up a fairly high charge from 10's to 100's 
of volts. My Delta would frequently blow the diodes in the power meter 
circuit and the control fet that was connected to them. I replaced many and 
even modified the circuit to put in sockets. I then realized that the 
problem only occurred when I switched to the 75 meter antenna which meant 
that the coaxial switch had to pass through the 40 meter position. Oh yes, 
the way I discovered this was I once forget to switch to the off position 
and the rig came up fine on 75m when I switched to the 20 meter beam the 
diodes blew and the only common thread was the 40 meter dipole. I soldered 
470k ohm 1/2 watt resistors across each coaxial switch output and have had 
no problems in the last 8 years. You need to be sure that any charge on the 
antennas are bled to ground before you connect to the rig. Try it, this 
could be your problem.

If you didn't feel there was any value to the list, why did you wait 
until after the posted deadline, and then only complain after I sent 
an unsubscribe through for you? 


There is a principle at work here, Stan, and I think you are widely 
missing the point: NO WHERE, not on the internet, not in real life, is 
it reasonable for one (you) to expect that someone else (Phil and me) 
will always pick up the tab... we took the list private and off the 
"free" university and company sites, because we found we were always 
looking for a new site. Had you but read the welcome message when you 
signed on, you'd have known that we were trying to fund the list with 


voluntary contributions... and when so few volunteered, we had little 
choice but to go with a dues or subscription fee... and 450 
subscribers disagree with you -- they paid and value the list.

David, I have a Ford Explorer (actually two of them) and I had the 

Same noise problem on the HF bands. There is a Ford mod, and if you are 
still under warranty, which you should be with a ‘95 vehicle, then Ford 
does the mod at no charge. The mod completely cuts out the fuel pump 
noise, and only the ignition noise is left. With my rig, the noise 


blanker removes the remaining (much lower level) ignition noise.
